EDITORIALS 


Although the faces are familiar, the 1956 election campaign 
will be no mere re-run of ’52. The Republicans not only 
have Eisenhower, they have a record. And the Democrats not 
only have Stevenson, they have a different Stevenson, who is 
now the undisputed boss of what may become a different 
Democratic party. = 

The Democrats are to be congratulated for renominating 
their best man. But this time they did not reach bemused- 
ly into their top drawer to extract a reluctant sacrifice. He 
climbed out of it nearly a year ago and started fighting for 
the job. In doing so he has put on a lot of political muscle. 
He is fitter to be President. Whether fit enough depends on 
how he handles a certain dilemma the convention did not 
solve for him, 

To trace this dilemma the trail leads to Eleanor Roosevelt, 
who proved herself the toughest and shrewdest Democrat 
alive and who also lent a little class to the otherwise sweaty 
proceedings in Chicago. With no more real power over dele- 

ates than Harry Truman, and perhaps less popularity, she 

employed her influence in a way that buried Truman and I 
riman together. “I have known Mr. Harriman all his life, 
almost, ever since he was a boy,” said she sweetly. "He and 
my brother went to school together. My husband took them 
camping.” So much for little Ave. As for Harry, she called 
attention to his and her age (plus and minus 72) and in so 
many words pronounced the death of the New Deal (F.D.R., 
patentee) and the Fair Deal (H.S.T., patentee). She said it 
was “a foolish thing” to raise these old bann in 1956. 
“Our party must live as a young party, and it must have 
young leadership.” 

Thanks partly to the force of these sentiments, Adlai 


ADLAI'S NEW PARTY 


Stevenson is now in a wonderful position to give a new stamp 
to the Democratic party. He is free to define as he chooses 
his own slogan of “moderation.” Mrs. Roosevelt, defending 
this “wise word,” said only that it means “that you face all 
the realities of a situation,” and requires “wisdom and un- 
derstanding.” Adlai will have to take it from there. 

His dilemma is, on the one hand, the Democratic plat- 
form; on the other, President Eisenhower. The platform (see 
below) is where Truman’s political body lies buried. The more 
Adlai tries to stand on it the more he will resemble a high- 
brow Truman. And most Americans, we hazard, given such a 
choice, would prefer the obsolete but authentic low-brow, 
give-’em-hell original. 

If he avoids that trap, Adlai may give “moderation” a con- 
tent for which the Democrats and the nation will be ever 
indebted to him. Foreign policy questions aside, there must 
be something Democrats can stand for at home besides infla- 
tion, class envy and government handouts, and if there is, 
the country probably needs it. We therefore hope he finds it. 
His obstacle is that the Eisenhower party, which already holds 
so many patents on the word “moderation,” has pre-empted 
most of the rational positions Adlai can take 

‘As the campai the Republican task is therefore 
to see to it that it holds down these positions. It is to 
prove that the Republican party has indeed become the Fisen- 
hower party in conviction throughout the ranks, as well as 
at the top; and that its tendency to reaction and compla- 
cence remains a figment of the Democratic imagination. Adlai 
is the kind of man who makes people think of their bet- 
ter selves. If he does it for the Democrats he ean do it for 
the Republicans as well. 


HARRY’S NEW-OLD PLATFORM 


‘The most controversial plank in the Democratic platform is 
that on school desegregation, which Roscoe Drummond cor- 
rectly described as leaving the Democrats “powerfully united 
and egregiously evasive.” But the unity is as important as 
the evasion. As “the only North-South party,” the Demo- 
crats have got to work out their own desegregation policy 
before this No. 1 national problem will be truly solved. At 
least they recognize the Supreme Court's decision, if they do 
not promise to implement it. They are necessarily on the 
freight in this issue; we can only be grateful that they are still 
on the track. Meanwhile the Republicans, with their ex- 
cellent record of actual progress in race relations since 1953, 
have a right to seek and claim any votes governed by a pri- 
mary concern for civil rights. 

But if the Democrats are on the racial freight their eco- 
nomic platform would put us all into a rocket ship. With all 
its windy contradictions, it shows a hard core of consistent 
purpose. What used to be called “creeping socialism” is 
learning to fly. 

‘The testimony of Leon Keyserling, who was chief econom- 
ic brain-truster to the Truman administration, put the Chi- 
cago platform committee in a glow. He rejected “the drab idea 
that the American people, like contented cows, will not quick- 
en their energies or lift their sights, unless they are prod- 
ded by domestic depression or by foreign attack. The task 
as I see it for us of the Democratic faith is to sound the 
bugle.” The breath in the bugle is to be not “false Republi- 
can confidence” but greater government activity. Keyserling 
would put the government into a business hitherto appropri- 
ated by Madison Avenue: not just meeting the people’s felt 
needs, but creating a demand where it does not exist. Instead 


of resi: 


ing raids on the treasury, he would stimulate them, 

The Keyserling-Truman platform promises everyone an ex- 
tra $200 tax exemption at once, and contemplates a 20% ri 
in living standards in the next four years. This is the first 
time a major party has officially set a quantitative economic 
goal ($500 billion product by 1960) for this country. The 
farmers are offered more of the same high rigid price supports 
that produced the present farm surpluses, which will be given 
away or dumped. All forms of social security—including 
those already updated by the Eisenhower administration— 
will be pushed into “new frontiers.” Everybody will get easier 
credit. One proposal, which came out during the Farmers’ 
Union testimony, was not included: government credit, REA 
style, for rural TV. It was rejected not as un-Democratic, but 
as premature. 

The Truman method of achieving this “new America” is 
as old as the printing press. The logic of the platform, if any, 
leads to inflation. Not only does it offer greater government 
expenditures and lower taxes; it repudiates outright the chief 
weapon by which the Republicans have brought inflation 
under control: i.e., hard money, or flexible interest rates. The 
Democrats promise a return to lower interest rates, i.e., soft 
money. Truman reiterated this promise in his closing speech, 
putting Keyserling economics squarely into the campaign. 

Americans have lived under these economics. During Key- 
serling’s term on Truman’s Council of Economic Advisers, 
their dollar lost 20% of its value. They also became aware of 
the old truth that the more a government does for you the 
more it has to do to you. If the candidate stands on the 
Democratic platform and should ever put it into effect, that 
Truman-era foretaste would become a bellyful.

CRITICAL STORM BROUGHT 
JACKSON POLLOCK FAME 


In an auto accident near East Hampton, Long Island, the 
44-year-old painter, Jackson Pollock, a fortnight ago met a 
violent death. During his lifetime Pollock was the most 
talked of, the most stormily controversial artist in the U.S. 
Pollock tacked his huge canvases to the floor and dribbled 
enamel and sand onto them. The result was vistas of writh- 
ing paint trails like the 18-foot long “Number Nine” which 
Lire once (Aug. 8, 1949) reproduced complete and which 
is shown in part with the artist at top of this page. Works 
like this threw some critics into rhapsodies but reminded 
others of half-baked macaroni. 

Pollock’s method made him famous. His style, with its 
restless activity of color and dramatic textures. 
a whole generation of young American painte 
signs have found their way into everyday things like 
fabrics and his paintings, which sell today for as much as 
$10,000, are in nearly every major U.S. gallery. Shortly 
before his death Pollock began to expand his art, giving 
up some of his dribbling in favor of brush strokes (right).

Antarctic is probably colder than it used to be. So, by one or two 
degrees, is the northwestern U.S.—roughly, the area west of a 
line drawn from Yuma, Ariz. to Havre, Mont. 

A two-degree change in temperature does not sound like much. 

Actually it is the equivalent of nearly 100 miles of latitude. Thus 
Philadelphia today has the climate that Baltimore used to have in 
1885. A 14° drop in average annual temperature, which scarcely 
sounds cataclysmic, would actually return the North American 
continent to the Ice Age. 
More Hurnw In the last 25 years the number of Atlan- 
c Coast tropical storms, both of hurricane and sub-hurricane 
violence, has increased sharply. For the first 30 years of this cen- 
tury an average of six tropical storms formed annually in the cen- 
tral Atlantic and of them hit the L ince 1920 the average 
number of storms has risen to 9.4 and about four of these ordi- 
narily hit the U.S. coast, with 14 striking in the past three years. 
New England, which used to average three severe hurricanes (not 
mere rainy nor'easters) per century, has had three in the past two 
years—Carol and Edna in 1954, Diane in 1955. 

More Tornapoes—Since the formation of a tornado depends 
on warm surface temperatures and since surface temperatures 
have been rising, the number of tornadoes has indeed increased, 
but nobody knows by how much. When the U.S. Weather Bureau 
first began to make a careful count of tornadoes in 1916, only 
90 were reported because the reporting network was a make- 
shift one. Last year a vastly improved network reported 870 
tornadoes. More interesting even than the numerical increase 
in tornadoes, however large it may be, is the change in local 
ties where tornadoes have struck. Generally considered a phenom- 
enon of the wide-open Midwestern spaces, tornadoes in 19 
ripped through such populous areas as Worcester, Mass., Flint, 
Mich. and Waco, Texas. 

Storm, FLoop ano Drovucut—Local weather, in certain parts 
of the country, is becoming more unpredictable and violent, 
especially in the east. The Atlantic seaboard is probably a 
tle cloudier and windier, and while its snowfall has decrea: 
freakish out-of-season storms have grown more numerous. Har- 
vard’s Blue Hill Observatory south of Boston recorded 61 inches 
of snowfall this spring in 25 days (March 16 through April 9). 
Such snowstorms, especially in’ spring, and also the torrenti 
rains that accompany tropical storms have led to unprecedent- 
ed floods in Connecticut and eastern Pennsylvania in the past 
few years. 


The U.S. becomes ‘maritime’ 


ESPITE unseasonal storms, the weather of most of the U.S. is 

becoming more maritime—thatis, warmer, balmier, more equa- 

ble. Maritime weather means less severe winters, cooler springs, 

longer summers (September is now largely a summer month) and 

lingering autumns, with the first killing frost generally retarded 
one to three weeks.

A-BOMB INFLUENCE on weather is pooh-poohed by meteorologists, who 
say forces of weather are too powerful to be affected by man-made explosions. 
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These changes affect man’s life in scores of unexpected ways. 
Cloud-seeding to induce rain has become a business in the drying 
Midwest. Warmer, light-snowed winters are plaguing eastern ski 
resorts (1955-56 winter was an exception). Warmer, saltier ocean 
currents are flowing northward with the result that the cod, once 
a Massachusetts staple, has migrated north (620 miles in 27 years) 
Consequently Eskimos, who are weari ol and less hea 
sealskin, are also eating more cod. 
water fish, are now being caught in the North Sea. Glaciers in 
almost all parts of the world are retreating, Arctic ice is getting 
thinner, and Russia’s northern ports are now open longer in the 
winter months. This led the late Josef Stalin to boast, a few 
years ago, that Communists were courageously working their ships 
through the ice packs that czarist sailors were never able to pen- 
etrate, although in the new weather conditions even decadent, 
capitalist sailors might succeed. 

Vegetation and timberlines are creeping up the slopes of tall 
mountains. Many southern birds, notably the cardinal, have moved 
north in the past few decades. The Carolina wren, vulnerable to 
frost, has been sighted in Ontario, and the mockingbird, seldom 
seen even in Washington, D.C. 75 years ago, is now common in 
Philadelphia. The tufted titmouse and hooded warbler have also 
moved north, and some migratory birds are now staying farther 
north in winter. It is likely that climate, either directly or indirectly 
(by affecting food supplies), is partly responsible for these north- 
ward rangings. 


A-bombs and jet streams 


HE layman, trying to account for such phenomena, almost in- 
ariably leaps to false conclusions. He thinks that the earth 
st getting warmer or that perhaps the A-bombs are responsible 
for it. Or maybe it is the fault of the newly publicized “jet stream.” 

It is none of these. The earth is not “just warming up,” and the 
weather was changing long before 1945 when the first nuclear 
weapons were set off. People who mutter about A-bombs causing 
storms simply do not realize what enormous forces create weather. 
Even a local thundershower expends the force of an A-bomb every 
three minutes, while a hurricane, according to a calculation by 
Dr. Henry Houghton, chairman of M.I.T.’s meteorology depart- 
ment, expends the energy of two Hiroshima-size atomic bombs 
every second of its existence—which can easily be as long as 10 
days, or 864,000 seconds. 

‘This point is worth emphasizing because in recent months Com- 
munist propaganda, especially in Europe, has blamed U.S. bomb 
tests for weather changes and even for “strange blights” on crops 
in nonexistent rural areas, and strange deaths of nonexistent peas- 
ants. Meteorological change has always been blamed on military 
weapons. Men blamed rain on the puny cannon of Napoleon’s time 
and, later, on the bigger guns of World War I. 

As for the “jet stream,” it has no real causal relationship to the 
changing weather. The presence of this overpublicized “river of

IMPORTANT WEATHER-MAKERS for the U.S. are the Atlantic and Pacific 
anticyclones, whose clockwise motion sweeps winds onto the coasts, In 
anticyclones have grown stronger and moved from their ap- 
proximatt original positions (dotted lines) to more northern positions (solid 
lines). This movement has pushed warmer winds and more hurricanes to the 
East Coast while bringing colder weather to northwestern U.S, (dark area), 
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300-mph air” that “flows around the world” was first fully recog- 
nized and studied when high-flying airplanes, particularly those 
operating in the Pacific during World War II, found themselves 
strangely accelerated or retarded by it. Since then, partly because 
of its intriguing name, the public imagination has seized on the jet 
stream and given it far more credit than it deserves. 

Actually it is not a steady stream, it has few jetlike qualities, 
it does not flow around the earth (except intermittently and in- 
consistently), and it very seldom travels 300 mph. It is a sporadic, 
Ititude wind, resulting from the interplay of tropical and 
polar air masses and usually blowing at 20,000 to 35,000 feet. At 
any one time there are apt to be no more than 2,000 to 4,000 
miles of it in the Western Hemisphere, and sometimes it stops 

y for days at a stretch, 

Instead of blaming A-bomb tests or jet streams, meteorologists 

say that the great changes in U.S. weather are actually being 
wrought far from the U.S. Weather anywhere is the end product 
of worldwide atmospheric movements from pole to pole. In the 
opinion of leading long-range observers, two great oceanic pressure 
areas are the hubs of U.S. air circulation—and therefore of most 
U.S. weather. 
These are two relatively stable high-pressure areas known as 
Jones because their winds revolve clockwise. (Cyclones, the 
generic name for storm winds, form in low-pressure areas and, in 
the Northern Hemisphere, revolve counterclockwise.) The Atlantic 
anticyclone lives at around 30°N. Lat. and extends roughly from 
east of Florida to the northwest shoulder of Africa. The Pacific 
anticyclone centers over the Pacific about a thousand miles off 
northern California. 


The changing anticyclones 


IN recent yt the central Atlantic anticyclone has grown 
in strength and moved northward. Whirling high above the 
‘ocean, it works like a gigantic ceiling fan whose arms push winds 
toward the U.S. coast. When it was less strong and farther south, 
its winds moyed into the coast mainly from the east, establishing’ 
a certain temperature range and incidentally carrying occasional 
Atlantic hurricanes to the gulf states and Florida. But with its in- 
crease in strength and northward shift, more winds move toward 
the U.S. coast from the southeast (see drawing, above). More warm 
maritime air now reaches the eastern U.S. and raises the tempera- 
ture. The change in the Atlantic anticyclone explains, at least in 
the opinion of U.S. Weather Bureau’s extended forecast expert, 
Jerome Namias, why hurricanes now range much farther up the 
coast into the northeastern states. A hurricane is like a little whirl- 
pool on the surface of a brook. When the brook shifts, the whirl- 
pool’s course naturally shifts with it. 

The Pacific anticyclone has also grown stronger and moved 
north. But there the ceiling fan, again spinning clockwise, forces 
the winds to blow onto the West coast from the northwest and 
north, bringing about greater polar air circulation and consequent- 
ly lower annual temperatures. 

One other major anticyclone centers in summer over the Rock- 
ies and in recent years has been “persistently recurrent” and 
stronger. It has tended to stay in place during the summer, settling

The increase in tornadoes may have been another result. A 
tornado forms when a blanket of extremely warm, moist air lies 
closely over a wide area and is in turn overlaid by a higher blanket 
of cold, dry air. The warm, cloying surface air usually “overturns,” 
rising suddenly and boiling up into the colder air, some of which 
is displaced and rushes downward around the warm up-welling. The 
normal result is a hard, gusty thunderstorm.

Little as we know about the whip of tornadoes and other weather 
phenomena, it is greatly to the credit of modern meteorology that 
it has been able to discover as much as it has about the forces that 
contral weather. A science only 100 years old, it has had to reason 
from skimpy and often unreliable evidence. The oldest instrument 
usually the work of learned European societies, go back 
0 vears, and often the instruments used were not precisely 
adjusted. The oldest continuous American record began in 1780 
when some New Haven amateurs started making local observations 
as a hobby. Competent U.S, Weather Bureau records are only 60 
to 75 years old, and even these are only moderately reliable. The 
older weather stations were established in growing cities, and cities 
are heat islands whose average temperature may be 5° to 10° high- 
er than the surrounding countryside. 

Other local conditions may affect weather records. In 1884 
Boston installed its weather bureau instruments on top of a 160- 
foot-high post office. When other buildings rose around and above 
the post office, wind velocities were recorded to be “decreasing.” 
In 1933 when the weather bureau moved its instruments to a 
new 320-foot-high post office, wind velocities “rose” abnormally.

WEATHER continues 


Because of misleading information such as this, not more than 
10% of all U.S. Weather Bureau stations dating back to 1900 have 
truly homogenous weather records. 

Today’s meteorologists must therefore weigh their findings to 
determine whether they are detecting real weather trends or only 
statistical ones. Thanks to their work, we now have a pretty good 
idea of what is happening. But we still do not know why. Climatolo- 
gy, the science which seeks basic answers by studying weather 
trends over periods of many years, has developed a number of 
theories, all respectable and espoused by men of stature, but 
all unproven speculation 


The volcano theory 


NE theory for which there is a considerable body of interest- 
ig evidence is that variations in the earth’s temperatures and 


other climatic change are caused primarily by volanic eruptions. 
‘This concept, propounded by Benjamin Franklin among others, is 


based on the fact that major volcanic eruptions hurl millions of 
tons of fine particles high into the atmosphere where they remain 
suspended for one to three years, creating a pall between earth and 
sun, Thus shielded, the theory goes, the earth cools. When the 
particles finally settle, the earth warms again. 

‘The voleanic theory was studied in great detail by the late W. J 
Humphreys, meteorological physicist and Weather Bure 
sultant. Since volcanic eruptions, like hurricanes, are events 
of sufficient magnitude to have been recorded even before other 
ther records were kept, Humphreys was able to assemble fair- 
‘omplete evidence going back to the mid-18th Century. A com- 
parison of the dates of major eruptions with such informal weath- 
cords as could be found showed a high degree of correlation 
nic disturbances and cold spells. Especially interest- 
ing was the connection bi eruptions and certain historic cold 
rs such as the 1783-85 period and especi ally 1816, the famous 
ar without a summer,” also known as “Eighteen Hundred-and- 
Froze-to-Death.” In 1783 Asama in Japan destroyed 30 villag 
in history's most terrible volcanic eruption, and 1815 was the 
date of the eruption of Tambora voleano in Indonesia that killed 
56,000 people and spread ashes and darkness over a 300-mile area 
for three days. 

Humphreys also studied eruptions of ancient times and the 
weather that followed tiem, insofar as it was suggested in diaries, 
municipal records and the lke, When Vesuvius destroyed Pompeii 
in 79 A.D., England had a very cold year in 80 A.D. When Hekla 
in ta land erupted during the spring and summer of 1693, Italy 
and Spain suffered hard, snowy winters in 1694, and on May 1 
that year all the vineyards at Troyes, France were destroyed by 
frost. Two years after a Japanese volcano erupted in 17 
Adriatic and Thames froze over, and Spain and Porte 
feet of snow that winter 

Since the last eruptions of importance in the Northern Hem- 
isphere occurred at Katmai, Alaska in 1912 and the last ones in 
the Southern Hemisphere 1921 and 1932 in the Andes, the 
voleano theory has received a certain amount of latter-day confir- 
mation, since it would appear that warming temperatures must 
follow cessation of volcanic activity. The Southern Hemisphere 
eruptions, whose dust never reached the Northern Hemisphere. 
might be expected to keep that half of the earth cooler. This ac- 
tually is the case. But if the volcano theory is true, the area of 
smallest temperature increase should be the high polar latitudes 
which, getting almost no daylight in winter, might be expected to 
be least affected by ash pall or by the lack of one. The exact 
opposite is the case. It is the consensus of scientific thought that 
the voleano explanation accounts for part of the changing weather, 
but only a part. 
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The sunspot cycle 


NOTHER hypothesis which has won a respectful audience 
among scientists was set forth by Dr. Hurd C. Willett of M.LT. 
According to Willett, climatic change, especially temperature 
change, is caused in some mysterious way by solar sunspots. Wil- 
lett has checked sunspot activity against weather variations and 
argues that both seem to follow an 80- to 100-year cycle. Over a 
period of 40 to 50 years heavy solar surface activity (explosions 
p across the face of the sun) is somehow 

This is followed by 
40 or 50 years of slight solar activity and correspondingly cooler 
arth. Willett believes we have just turned the cyclical 
into a 50-year period of “old-fashioned” 
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Happy in the wash ! 
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winters. He is the only meteorologist of stature who has made 
such a long-range weather prediction. As evidence he points to 
Europe's severe winters of the last few years and the 1955-56 win- 
ter in the eastern U.S. which was unusually cold compared to 
winters of the past two decades. 

But while most of his colleagues agree that the sunspot theory 
has merit and that solar storms probably affect terrestrial climate 
to some extent, few agree with Willett that they are the main cli- 
matic force or that we are in for a half century of colder weather. 
Continued increasing temperature is the general prediction al- 
though, as Dr. Helmut Landsberg, head of the Weather Bureau's 
Office of Climatology, recently remarked, “While I think the warm 
tendencies will continue to have the upper’hand, it is more a mat- 
ter of faith than knowledge.” 

Still another hypothesis is based on the increase of carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere since the Industrial Revolution. Since 
the mid-19th Century, man’s increased population and enormously 
expanded industrialization has pumped CO, into the atmosphere 
in the form of combusted carbon 
present the atmosphere contains 2.35 trillion tons of it, and we 
are adding about 10 billion tons a It has been estimated that 
in another 50 years 47 billion tons will be added annually.

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A veil over the earth 


(OGETHER with water vapor, CO, forms a kind of veil over 

the earth. Heat radiation from the sun, which comes in short 
waves, is able to pierce this veil. But the earth reflects heat in the 
form of long waves, which are partially blocked by the veil and 
therefore retained in the earth’s atmosphere. The more CO, in the 
air, say the supporters of this theory, the thicker the veil will be 
and the smaller the amount of reflected heat that can escape. 

Once again the verdict of most meteorologists is that CO, cer- 
tainly has a hand in weather formation, but not a lone hand. 
During the 1957-38 International Geophysical Year, when most 
nations will make meteorological and oceanographic observations, 
the CO, situation will be carefully studied, since further increases 
in terrestrial temperatures could have profound effects on the 
polar icecaps and on sea levels. 

Such massive studies as are being undertaken for the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year are only the beginnings of man’s at- 
tempt to understand weather. Before he understands it fully he 
must spend much more time and money and accumulate records 
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for many decades. Barring some unexpected scientific break- 
through, such as occurred in nuclear physics at Los Alamos in 
1945, the proof or disproof of theories such as Willett’s must 
simply await the passage of at least another full cycle of 80 years— 
and four or five cycles would be more convincing. Electronic com- 
puters are beginning to be used to analyze weather conditions. Be- 
cause of the rapidity with which they can cast up sets of figures 
they may be able to work miracles of accurate short-range fore- 
casting. But they are less likely to be of assistance in climatology 
because there are no figures to feed them. As we have seen, weather 
records are of relatively recent date. We know almost nothing of 
what has happened in the Southern Hemisphere, partly because it 
is four-fifths water and has not been under careful observation. 
Red China, until recently a stubborn holdout against the inter- 
ional exchange of weather information, 1s another blank spot. 
Yet weather cannot be properly studied piecemeal. 


Man’s man-made troubles 


HAT is the outlook for weather and for man? At least some 
modest predictions can be made. One is that man will continue 
to become more weather-conscious because of better communi: 
tion and because of his varied weather-affected activities—travel, 
leisure and business. He will also continue to deceive himself 
about the weather as long as he reads the front page of his news- 
paper more carefully than he does its weather charts. He will move 
into the arid Southwest and, when the water supply dries up, ery 
“Drought!” He will build a’ charming, fragile, tropical bungalow 
in an exposed location on Cape Cod and, when a hurricane blows 
ructure away, cry “Havoc!” He will continue to raze forests 
which help moderate weather and then wonder at the floods and 
wind storms and rising temperatures that plague him. He will sail 
is boat out of harbor past the storm warnings, confident that he 
can combat earth’s most powerful force, then ery shrilly for help 
when he finds himself outclassed. He will live farther and farther 
from his daily job, making himself dependent on good driving con- 
ditions, and then curse the “inclement” weather when a half inch 
of snow glazes the highway and snarls traffic. When a blizzard 
strikes an articulate newspaper area like Manhattan, he will hail 
it as a marvel of nature’s force, not realizing that if the same storm 
had struck the wastelands of Montana, he would never have heard 
about it. He will read with popeyed awe of a new weather record 
being set, forgetting that every weather bureau has a complete set 
of records (hottest day, coldest day, wettest month, driest spring, 
etc.) for every day and month in the year and that it would be a 
miracle if the records were not broken regularly. He will, at t 
if he lives in the U.S., generally approve the action of a govern- 
ment which restricts the Weather Bureau to a penny-wise, pound- 
foolish budget of $35 million a year—less than the damage bill 
from a single well-aimed tornado. 

Meanwhile, most experts believ 
so will the weather, although there is no immediate prospect of palm 
trees growing in Maine or of Siberia becoming a summer resort. 
Time will pass and in 100 years, or perhaps 500 years, a cycle may 
establish itself indisputably, or new evidence will establish new 
explanations. Then man may learn what controls the thin little 
life-giving skin of air around his planet.
